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REPORT. 


At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Brighton,  held  March  7th,  1842,  it  was  voted,  that  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  be  chosen  to  examine  and  audit  the  Town 
Treasurer's  accounts,  and  submit  a  detailed  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1841  -  42,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  printed  and  distributed,  one  copy  to  each 
inhabitant  of  the  town. 

Agreeably  to  the  above  vote,  the  Committee  have  attend- 
ed to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report  to  their  fellow  citizens.  Your  Committee 
find  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  correctly  kept,  and  prop- 
er vouchers  in  his  hand  for  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
the  past  year.  And  they  feel  great  satisfaction  in  stating, 
that  in  their  opinion  the  affairs  of  the  town  have  been 
well  managed ;  not  only  by  the  municipal  officers,  but  by 
the  several  Committees  that  have  conducted  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  town. 

The  expenditures  the  past  year  have  been  large  com- 
pared with  former  years,  but  your  Committee  feel  confident 
that  not  a  citizen  of  the  town  will  consider  them  too  large, 
when  he  looks  to  the  improvements  that  have  been  made, 
which  add  so  much  not  only  to  the  beauty  of  the  town, 
but  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants.
